Washington Territory, capablo of 
tarning out about 3000 tons a month, 
the ooal of which is of so recent an 
ago as more correctly to bo conHidorod 
a lignito. In California tho Mount 
Diaboio mines, belonging to tbe 
tertiary scries, and of very ims 
pure quality, turn out about 
120,000 tona annnally, which sell at 
Sua Francinco at about eight dollars per ion. 
No other coal is inineil on the Pacilic Coast 
until we come to Lota and CoroDel, io tbe 
South of Obili, where a coal fiold of a recent 
age exists wbiob oxlcndti as far south as ihe 
Sir&its of Magellao, cropping out about ciglu 
miles to tbe nottb' of the Obillau seltiemaol 
at SaDdy Point. Tbe oatqrop is said tO be 
00 tbe side of a ravine, wliiqb, beiog ellg^^ 
covered by an arcnaoeoQa ' formalfoDfj oldoke 
are frequently carried down by' the, river to 
the beach, which has given risd to tho report 
that coal ia thus easily procurable everywhere 
00 tho beach. CunI from Luta and Curoool 
is sold in tho oily of Santiago at lour and a 
half dollars por tun, and tho town ia lit up by 
gaa at tbe oast of Ihreo and half dollars pur 
tbouaaod cubic feci, tbo oumpaiiy roulizing a 
profit of 17 percent. In thus takinfj stock 
of this most important of our minoial re- 
sources, so largely distributed over this

oonlribuled to the foundation of England's 
manufactures and comnaorce, vrbero ibe coal 
moasures bear a proportion of about one- tenth 
to the square mile of surface, thus taking tbe 
'leedj}/ the reit a^^tbe^wotld,/ both Jn actual 
amouDt and the extent of the ooal area as oomi) 
pared with the whole surface. Whai^ever the 
future of tbe Itslaiid may be, it Is to ba^l^eped 
the experience of tho past vrill ba nojerltericQ 
of the future, but by a more oarefal ' and 
vigorous cultivation of our resoorcea we may 
shew to onr more impetuous neighbors, as 
well as Trionds at Home, that our companies 
are nui mere gambling epecniatlons got up 
to extort money from the unwary without the 
sligh'est idea of working, but that we are 
really boot on developing io a genuine rran» 
ner the groat mineral resoureea so lavishly 
bestowed upon us. As to what steps tbe 
Govereuiont oui^'ht to take it ia difficult to 
offer an opinion ; bat we are inolined to be- 
lieve that by allowing oompaoies to take out 
ooal at a minininm Boyalty, reserving tbe 
purchase of the land until a certain bona fide 
capital has been sobscribcd, would tend to 
prevent intemperate and unprincipled specu 
lation, We believe that our resources are 
more extensive than the most eaDguina of us 
can coiilemplato, and can only be realized by 
a careful geological survey, enabling us ac- 
curately to estimate their extent.

Washington, March 12. — Attorney Gen- 
eral Staobory has aent in Wis lesigOBtion 
whiob was accepted. He does this to act as 
PresidsQt's counael io tbe impeaobment trial. 

WisniNQTON, March 13.— to the Senate 
to-dny, by eleven o'clock, the ladies' gallery 
was packed with as brilliant an audience as 
upon a full dress opera night. Everything 
was conducted in perfect order. The chap^ 
lain invoked a bleesicg upon those men en- 
tering on this important duly. 

At one o'clcek, tho morijing hour having 
e.xpired, tbe Chief Justice in tba chair, the 
iSergeaot-at-Arms mads a proclamatioa in 
tbe usual form. The Sargeant«at'>Arms noti^ 
fled ' tbe House that (he Senate was organt 
ized aa a Court of Impeachment and ready 
to proceed to the trial of Andrew JobosoD. 
Immediately thereafter tbe managers and 
members of tbe House took the eeats 
provided for thorn. The return of the 
SergaaDt-at-arma from the service of tbe 
summons upon the President was read, when 
the counsel of tho President were notiGed. 
Staobury, Curtis and Nelson took seats at tbe 
table opposite the managers, who were 
seated at the left of the Chief Justiso. 

Stanbury rose, addressing tbe Chief Jus- 
tice, and read the answer of the President, 
entering his appearance and naming as his 
counsellors Stanbury, Curtis, Nelson, Black 
and Evarts, and asking, as a reasonable time 
for the preparation of bis defence, tba period 
of forty days, and citing various cases in 
which a period was long in proportion to tbe 
oaso. Biogbam asserted that. the 
only motive of the managers was to enforce 
tbe Senate rales and prevent a dilatory lino of 
defence. He than cited tbe rule which provides 
for an appearance of the President. He was 
required lo file his answer in the casa. Tho 
answer was not Qied. Tho trial should pro- 
ceed as on a plea of not guilty. He claimed, 
tbereloro, that tho trial should proceed for- 
wilb. Sianbury espraased surprise that Ibis 
claim was put forth by tho managers. Ho 
eaid there seemed to be a disposilion to hurry 
through this momentous trial like a case in a 
police, court. 

Edmonds offered an order that April 1st 
be ihe day appointed, failing tba PtesideDt's 
answer, that within three days thereafter the 
mauagers shall file a replication and tbe 
trial proceed on April 6tb. 

Oa motion of Morion, at two o'olook the 
Senate retired for consnltatioQ and returned 
to the chamber at 4 o'clock, and in ten min- 
utes the court reassembled. The Chief 
Justice announced that the motion had been 
overruled ai]d an order entered that the 
I'reaiiiciit he r'.(jiiirod to filo hia answer on 
Moniliiy, .Maicli '23. 

]3ii)gljuin otlcrod an order, on filing of 
replication by tlia manager'', that Iho trial 
proceed forthwith, llejeoted, 25 lo 26. 

NeUoo, of Gounsel, orgued tbe neoefsity 
of cautions deliberation. Ha said the last 
two charges had opened Pandora's box, 
which would neoesBitate a full iovestlgation 
of all poinia. 

Gonklin oOered an amendment that nnleaa 
cause for delay be shown, the trial shall pro- 
ceed forthwith, after filing the replication. 

Bingham expressed tho aalisfaotion of the 
managers wiih tbo agresmaut, which was 
adopted, sad tbe Court adjourned till 23d 
March.

James Mars sworn— 1 livo with Mr Cleal;

moDibs, there was not an unasual qaantiiy 
of Inrd in tbo hoa^e at tbe time of the fire^ 

To Mr Copland— The enpplies ia tbe Irit- 
ehen were about as nsnal ; there was > plen- 
tifal supply ; there were eome articles sbott ; 
' I have often complained of tbiogs being 
short; I spoke to Byrom of tbiogs being 
shori; the iron plate was cracked , I never 
saw a new one; there were two firea when 
I left; Ibe one under the coffee was burning 
when I left ; 1 do not remember of making 
any remark when tbe lard came in. 

To'- Mr Wood — I was cook and the lard 
was got at my request, and so were all the 
articles needed generally ; I know the gale 
waa locked at 10 o'oluck; the second cook 
keeps Ibe key ; I did not ate the gale locked; 
I saw ttial it was locked when I passed it ; 
do not recognise, any of those articles ; I had 
nj bnsiness io tbd restaur&nt. 

Lilbum WaiUrford sworn— I lived with 
Mr Cleal-^as' second cioolc ' I was there the 
night of tbe fire; I slept at Murray's Bakery;

each had a key ; I gave the Ohinamao tbe

J. G, VinUr, sworo — .''he gale was locked 
on,()}e.,i^igbt ol. the fire; on account of tbe 
gale being looked I culled Cleal's second 
cook; it was about 4 o'clock in the morning. 

To iMr Wood — 1 havo nuliceJ that lor llie 
last throe or lour weeks tlio ijato Ima been 
kept looked ; ihe reanon n."9i|j;Dod was lo keep 
out Indians; at 1 o'clock 1 wus at tbe corner 
of GovaromenI and Yates streets ; after Ibat 
timu ond up to 2 o'oloob, 1 passed by tbe 
gale and would have noticed if it bad been 
open. 

J. Byrom— \ recognize the arliolos in 
Court IIS those that were up stairs in ibe old 
reaiaurant, but sinco that ruooa has been 
closed I bave not seen them. 

To Mr Wooii— From November up lo 
ObiiBtmas I saw the ariiulua frequently in 
the old dining ruoiri up slairs; siucu that 
tiino I have not seen them ; iba picluro or 
piolures liko tliem wore in tlie bar; I think 
one of ItiB lamps is very much like one that 
Blood in the kilohcn tlio night before the fire. 

The Court here adjourned to tako iho 
evidence of Hoory Waller, who was sick and 
unnbla to attend tbo Court. 

Henry Walltr, sworn — Was asked by Mr 
Pernbei'lon if bo bad at any time said Cleal 
told bim that lie wished the whole bloody 
place would burn up, then ho would leave 
the oonntry.

The TELKORAPn Snips— The fine American 
clipper ship Nightingale, Captain Marsdon 
will sail hence for New York city to-morrow. 
She has on board 105 miles of cable and 
240Q miles of telegraph wire. The cargo is 
valued at $94,000. Tbe Nightingale will 
bo remembered as the flagship of the tolc- 
grnph expedition to Alaska and Amoor river 
in 186G. She was originally a slaver, and 
was built with a view to speed, and, if wo 
mistake not, was captured by a man-of>war 
of! tbe coast of Africa several years ago with 
benighted Afrioans packed in ber hold like 
sardines in a'ean. She is still acconnted one 
of the fastest sailing ships afloat, and under 
tbe coirmand of so able and experienced an 
oflicer as Captain Marsdea will report herself 
at an early date at tbo port of deslinatioD. 
Tbo ship Egraoot, -which is to follow tbo 
Nightingale in about one week from date, 
will be commanded by Captain Diggs of 
Port Townsend. She baa 400 miles cl tele- 
graph cable aboard, valued at $400,000. The 
material being shipped on these vessels was 
intended to be used in the establishing of 
telegraphic oommnnicaiion with Europe in 
the event of the failure of the AU&ntio Cable.
